Advisory Committee (LAC), also established by the National Security 
Council following the enactment in 1947 of the National Security Act 
which included among its provisions the statutory basis for the 
Central Intelligence Agency, 

The membership of USIB includes all of the members of the 
IAC and certain others having intelligence functions. Also the USIB 
carries on the duties of the IAC with certain expanded responsibilities, 
and with the same regular meetings, weekly, or oftener as circumstances 
require. 

Both the name and memberfehip of the Board are unclassified.
